Have you ever wondered what has happen- 
ed to Joe Gelei? Well, wonder no more. 

The former Hungarian World Cup star and coach 
is alive and well in Sydney, and trying to work out 
the mysteries of free-enterprise capitalism, as it 


operates in Australian. 


Gelei, as you will recall, was appointed full-time man- 
ager/coach in late 1978, to lift the ailing fortunes of PSL 


aiso-rans St George. 


Within two months of 
the league's kick-off last 
year, he was out on hisear, 
to be replaced by Raul 
Blanco, who, frankly, 
hasa't done that much bet- 
ter. 

Since then Gelei a big, 
hulking, quietly-spoken 
and polite bear of a man, 
has kept silent. 


Until recently that is, 
when he finally spilt the 
proverbial beans to a vis- 
iting Hungarian journa- 
list; and Gelei’s revela- 
tions have now seen print 
in the Budapest sports 
daily, ‘‘Nepsport.”’ 


In a frank interview the 
former St. George ‘‘supre- 
mo,”’ now working out his 
contract by looking after 
juniors and high schools in 
the district, boldly stated 
that St. George’s com- 
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football, 


mittee did not agree with 
his dismissal from the top 
position. 

“However, in this club 
once the president makes 
his views known every- 
body else is helpless,’ he 
said. 

“Incidentally, he loves 
even has an 
understanding of the 
game, but in this instance 


Gelei went on to discuss 
the circumstances of his 
demotion by St. George 
president Alex Pongrass. 

‘Following the eighth 
round of the 1979 PSL, 
president Pongrass called 
me to his office and asked 
me point blank whether I 
would like to receive three 
months’ severance pay and 
fly home to Hungary, or 
take over the junior pro- 
gram in the district. 

“I was flabbergasted 
and requested 24 hours to 
think it over.” 

Gelei recounted the 
sleepless night he spent 
before deciding to stay in 
Sydney until the expiry of 
his contract on September 
15 this year. 

As for Alex Pongrass 
reasons for the firing of 
Gelei, he diplomatically 
explained that for St 
George “‘looking after the 
juniors is a very important 
task’’.

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iran ‘better 
than 1978’ 


lran is stronger now than it was in the 1978 
World Cup finals in Argentina, according to 
national coach Rudi Gutendorf. 


Gutendorf flew to Singapore 
to watch Iran win its quali- 
fying round for the Olympic 
soccer finals. 

In beating Singapore 4-0 in 
the tournament final, and Sri 
Lanka 11-0 in an earlier match, 
Iran showed it is not a spent 
force, as everyone had imag- 
ined. 

Gutendorf said the present 
iran team includes five 
members of the team that 
played in the 1978 World Cup 
finals. 

Some of the Iranian players 
well-known to the Socceroos 
are Nasser Hejazi, Nasrulah 
Abdullahi, Hossein Faraki, 
captain Ali Parvin and Beh- 
tash Fariba. 

Lt. Col. Nasser, chief of the 
Iranian tour party, told Gut- 
endorf that the players were 
now being motivated to play in 
the cause of the revolution, 
rather than for money. 


“He told me he was sure 
Iran will qualify for the World 
Cup, and he considers South 
Korea and Australia will pro- 
vide the strongest challenge,” 
Gutendorf said. 


“Iran did nothing during 11 
months of the revolution, then 
they played four times against 
the Soviet Union, winning 
twice and losing twice. 


“They went into training 
camp for no less than three 
and a half months for the 
Olympic qualifying series and 
during that period, they had 
only two weekends off.” 


Gutendorf said [ran would 
be Australia's toughest World 
Cup opponent. He was not im- 
pressed by North Korea in its 
2-1 victory over India. He will 
watch South Korea in Kuala 
Lumpur in two weeks’ time. —

South Melbourne has sacked its Scottish 
international defender Frank Munro. 

Munro has been placed on the transfer list after 
a turbulent six months, during which he issued a 
writ against South Melbourne for alleged breach of 
contract and was suspended for criticising the club 
in a ‘Soccer Action’ interview. 

Munro said in the interview “The running of the 
(South Melbourne) club must improve. The admin- 
istration has made mistakes and must not repeat 
them ...if the club is to be successful there must be 
changes.” 

He also said South Melbourne's first team 
squad was too big, a comment which angered the 
administration. 

South Melbourne settled out of court after 
Munro issued the writ. 

The former Dundee Utd, Aberdeen, Wolves and Celtic 
centre half cost South Melbourne $20,000 in1978. 

However, South Melbourne president Sam Papasavas 
said the club is willing to release Munro for ‘any reason- 
able offer.’ 

Munro’s sacking comes just two weeks after he was 
dropped from the team by coach John Margaritis, and 
replaced by youngster Steve Blair. 

He has now come to the end of the road with South 
Melbourne, and possibly may be snapped up by a Victor- 
ian State league club as player-coach.

‘ROOS TO FACE 
GEORGE BEST?

Controversial soccer superstar George Best looks 
certain to play in Australia later this year. 


Chairman of the Northern Ireland Football 
Association, Mr Harry Cavan, said Best would 
be considered for the national team, which 
will tour Australia in June as part of the 
Centenary celebrations. 

Mr Cavan was one of three FIFA officials in 
Australia last week to make preliminary in- 
spections of venues for the 1981 World Youth 
tournament in October next year. 

He was speaking in Brisbane after looking 
at possible venues in Adelaide and Melbourne. 

Mr Cavan was accompanied by Switzer- 
land's Sepp Blatter and Luxembourge's Rene 
Courte and after leaving Brisbane the group 
was to make ground inspections in Sydney and 
Newcastle. 

Mr Courte, the Assistant Senior Secretary 
of FIFA, was then due to fly to Barcelona to 
examine preparations for the 1982 World Cup 
in Spain. 

Mr Cavan, who has been the Northern [re- 
land chairman for 25 years, and on the com- 
mittee for 43 years, said he hoped to accom- 
pany the National team to Australia in June. 

“Originally we were to leave Belfast on 
June 9, but the ASF now wants it put back to 
June 18, which could cause a bit of a prob- 
lem,” he said. 

“We have a lot of our national team players 
involved with English clubs and a later tour to 
Australia would clash with the start of the 
1980-198] season.” 

One could not dispute the first part of that 
Statement, considering the high percentage of

best. “Despite everything he has done wrong, 
he is still idolised by thousands of football:

‘Just look at how he tripled home gates for 
Hibernaian and how he was subsequently 
given a second chance by the club.” 


“We never had the slightest bit of trouble 
with Best when he played for Northern Ireland 
and I can see no reason why he should not 
come to Australia if he is playing well 
enough,’’ Mr Cavan added. 


The grounds inspected in Brisbane were 
Rugby League headquarters, Lang Park, the 
Commonwealth Games QE 2 Stadium at Nath- 
an and the Exhibition showgrounds. 

Perry Park is not big enough to handle the 
expected crowds of between 15,000 and 20,000 
although it has by far the best playing surface 
for soccer. 

QE 2 is reportedly not big enough to accom- 
modate an international size pitch, something 
bei was incredibly overlooked when it was 
built. 

The exhibition ground can hold over 30,000 
spectators but has not suitable press facilities. 

Lang Park seems to be the favorite, al- 
though the major problem would be the state 
of the playing surface once League players 
had finished with it during the season. 

Butit is a tremendous football stadium, and 
as the league season usually finishes in Sep- 
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United after all, because the club has cut down the 
number of ‘‘temporary residency” players on its books. 

Mason, Mark Trenter and Paul Reaney are the only players left 
with temporary residence status. 

This follows the granting of permanent residency to Graham 
Heys, Jim Preston and David Jones, even though they have been 
in Australia for only three years. 

Mason was going to transfer to Rapid Wrest Point in Hobart 
because Newcastle wanted to cut down on its temporary resi- 
dency players.

Smith made the challenge after reading a report of the match 
between Victoria and New South Wales ina recent edition of ‘Soc- 
cer Acton’. 

Reporter Kyle Patterson, in reviewing the match, said: ‘‘Vic- 
toria is now the champion of Australia by default.”’ 

He also said: “‘What hope would Victoria have of drawing large 
crowds against the unglamorous State sides of Queensland 
and South Australia. 

“I have not been in Queensland very long, but I know that the 
Queensiand team has had some reasonable results against touring 
sides Wisla Krakow, Dundee and Norwich City in the last couple 
of seasons,’ Smith said. 

“And I fail to see how a team which contains players like 
George Potter, Jim Hermiston, John Coyne, Steve Perry and Col 
Bennett could be termed unglamorous.’+ 

Smith claims also that Queensland will have an advantage 
wien it comes to the selection of the respective teams. ; 

Victoria's players come from three PSL teams and there is 
usually a high proportion of State League players. 

“In the past, the Queensland team has been comprised mainly 
of players from Brisbane City and Brisbane Lions, so at least they 
will be accustomed to playing with one another,”’ he said. 

Smith lived in Melbourne for some time before returning to 
England, and following an appointment in Iceland he came to 
Queensland. 

So he should know a food deal about the form and ability 
of most of the Victorian players. 

“I realise Victoria has the score on the board against top over- 
seas Opposition in recent seasons, but I feel everyone should wait 
until June before aspiring to be called champions of Australia.”

But Rudi's announcement of 
his first 14 takes a bit of pres- 
sure off me, I now will be able 
to concentrate on playing well 
and scoring goals for Sydney 
City, instead of having to 
worry about impressing Rudi 
to earn a recall to the national 
side. 


I understand the Australian 
team copped a bit of criticism 
after the first two games 
against the Czechs. However, 
the 2-2 draw in Melbourne was 
2 great result and just shows 
that the team has the ability to 
play agaist top opposition 

Make no mustake, the Aus- 
tralian team is full of ability. 
There are many excellent 
players in the squad and the 
team played some good foot- 
ball on the tour of China 

The problem facing Rudi is 
to get the team together, to 
find the correct balance and to 
get the team working properly 
asa unit 


He can do this only if the 
players spend a lot of time to- 
gether, but this isn’t always 
possible. 


For a Start, they are scat- 
tered between Brisbane, Syd- 
ney, Melbourne and Adelaide, 
and there is always the prob- 
lem of time and transportation 
costs when considering a train- 
ing camp. 

The Philips League com- 
petition doesn't allow the 
players to be away from their 
clubs, because each has its 
own games and training ses- 
sions to worry about. 


Unfortunately, the Austral- 
ian team will suffer in the long 
run if the players don’t spend 
enough time together, 


As well as having a lot of 
ability, the present Socceroos: 
get on well together. In China, 
they were one big happy 
bunch. 


There were no hassles if one 
player was picked and another 
wasn't. The players had the at- 
titude of ‘If I’m picked I'm in, 
if not I'll support the team.” 





For example, if Eddie 
Krncevic was picked at centre 
forward ahead of Mark Janko- 
vics, Mark would still encour- 
age Eddie and wish him luck. 


it's rare to see that sort of 
understanding between 
players in a big squad in which 
every player has a chance of 
making the team. 


The tour of China was a 
success for us, but the Chinese 
teams weren't that good. It’s 
not fair to guage the team’s 
progress on those results. 


Gutendorf has decided to 
use me as an attacking mid- 
fielder in the national team 
and I'm happy to play in that 
posiuon. 


i played as a striker for two 
seasons with Newcastle Utd, 
and will play up front with my 
new club, Sydney City. 


However, its not hard to 
adjust to midfield when play- 
ing for the national team. 


it means | have more space 
in which to work and thus have 
more time to control the ball 
and find a pass. 


Up front, I’m always 
marked closely and, of course, 
strikers come in for more 
‘rough stuff’ from defenders. 


Rudi wants me to play a role 
in which I can pick up the ball 
in midfield, play an early pass 
forward and then move into an 
attacking position to support 
the strikers. 


In this role, I get to run at 
defenders and take them on 
when I'm attacking. | prefer 
this style of play, rather than 
having to shield and turn with 
the ball, with defenders on my 
back. 


Gutendorf's plans call for 
man-to-man marking all over 
the field. He used this tactic 
against the New York Cosmos, 
and also, I'm told, against 
Czechoslovakia. 


1 don’t mind this tactic, but 
it makes things hard for me. 
There are times when I push 
forward in support, but the 
move breaks down, 


When that happens, I some-

But my wife and | still have 
many friends in Newcastle and 
decided that if I joined a 
Sydney club, we wouldn't be 
too far away from them. 


Living and playing in Syd- 
ney, I can still visit my friends 
regularly, und go to watch 
Newcastle Utd play every now 
and then 


In all honesty, making the 
decision to leave Newcastle 
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was harder than deciding to 
leave England. 

But I have to look after 
myself and what 1 wanted 
couldn't be found in New- 
castler. 


After sampling Sydney 
City’s brand of football, I’m 
sure I'm going to enjoy this 
season more than I have the 
past two. 

Sydney City likes to play the 
ball out of defence, and knock 
the ball around to find an open- 
ing. 

When the ball is played for- 
ward, most of the time Terry 
Smith is the target. He’s a big 
lad, and has plenty of skill, and 
already I’ve worked out a good 
understanding with him. 

Terry's strength takes 
weight off my shoulders and 
his lay-offs give me the chance 
to pick up the ball and run at 
defenders. 

And when the defence 
knocks the ball around, il gives 
me the chance to lose my 
marker, 

At Newcasue, the ball was 
often pumped forward. The 
goalkeeper would roll the ball 
to a full back, and he would 
knock a long ball forward, 

This put pressure on me, as 
I would have to move into posi- 
tion to collect with defenders 
close behind me. I took a lot of 
‘stick’, with defenders crash- 
ing into the back of me. 

But I'm not criticising New- 
castle's style of play. Sydney 
City is lucky enough to have a 
talented team, which can play 
some great football. 

Smith, Murray Barnes and 
Joe Watson are excellent play- 
ers, and I'm looking forward 
to this season with them, 

There’s a long way to go, but 
I think Sydney City will go 
close to winning the 
championship. However, just 
because we beat Marconi, it 
doesn’t mean we are home and 
hosed. 

I'm also looking forward to 
playing with the Australian 
team 

You know, when I came to 
Australia 1 never thought 
about playing with the national 
team. 1 intended to stay in 
Australia two years, and then 
go back home. 

But playing international 
soccer is like a dream come 
true. And to have a chance to 
play in the World Cup finals is 
something I never thought 
would happen. 

I originally thought Aust- 
ralia would be a short-term 
thing for me, but now I don’t 
know. 1 see Jimmy Rooney 
still going at 34, and realise a 
player can never be sure of his 
future.

Gutendorf needs help 


Which is more important to Australian soccer — to quali- 
fy for the 1982 World Cup finals in Spain or the 1981 


world youth championship? 


It's a decision that our administrators will 
have to make one way or another. 

Sure both are important, but with the eli- 
mination games of the World Cup being played 
next year, there is bound to be a conflict of 
interests between these games and the World 
Youth Championship. 

This is of course providing the Socceroos 
win their Oceania zone elimination games 
early in the year. 

They then would be scheduled to play off 
against the winners of the Asian zones and this 
is likely to be around October — the same 
time as the World Youth Championships are to 
be staged here in Australia. 

ASF officials are adamant that arrange- 
ments will be made to have the elimination 
games played before or after the youth 
championships. 

But even then, there will be problems, 

For let's face it, there is no way that nation- 
al coach Rudi Gutendorf can concentrate his 
efforts on getting his Socceroos to Spain and 
also prepare the youth team. 

Gutendorf’s a human being, not a program- 
med robot, 

And I'm sure that Rudi Gutendorf’s top 
priority is Spain and the really big one — the 
World Cup finals. 

For that’s the one thing that could really get 
soccer back into the limelight in Australia 
again — to play against the world’s best in 
Spain in "82, 

When we reached the finals in West 
Germany in 1974, the interest in soccer was at 
an all time high. 

But unfortunately the game did not take off 
the way it should have, because of tragic hap- 
penings within the ranks of the game. 

Now 1 believe we are poised to get back into 
a winning position and this must not be jeop- 
ardised — the World Youth 
Championships. 

For me, it’s time these World Youth 
Championships were put into their proper per- 
spective. 

Sure it’s an honor having them here and all 
the sponsorship money that Coca-Cola is 


even by 


throwing in behind them, is good to have. 

But a number of people are getting carried 
away and have gone ove at the thought 
of the Youth Championships. 

Maybe it’s the idea of hobnobbing with 
FIFA officials that has turned their heads. I 
don’t know, but it’s time they came back to 
reality and saw the position in its true light. 

Despite alj the ballyhoo some people would 
like us to believe, the youth championships 
are not in the same class as the World Cup 
finals. 

Being a realist and not a pessimist or an op- 
timist, we are not going to get the mammoth 
crowds expected at these youth 
championships, 

1 think that many of us who are prepared to 
face the facts and come out and say so, know 
this to be true. 

The argument against this is that big 
crowds turned out to watch the Cosmos — but 
there will be no household names such as 
Franz Beckenbauer, Johan Neeskens, Ma- 
rinho or Bogicevic in the youth teams. 

1 hope I'm wrong in this, but knowing the 
Australian public, they will be loathe to turn 
out to watch unknowns in action. 

Anyway, it is my opinion that steps must 
now be taken to avoid any clashes between the 
World Cup squad and the youth 
championships. 

Two assistants to help him with the senior 
squad and the other to take contro] (under the 
direction of Gutendorf) of the youth squad. 

Why this hasn’t been done already is justan- 
other failing in our present set-up. 

It is to be hoped that our officials quickly 
realise the problems that could occur next 
year and plan accordingly. 

If they don't then there will be one unholy 
dustup and we can kiss Spain and the 1982 
World Cup finals goodbye.

Joe Gelei has had a distinguished career, both as player and as 
coach. 

He is a former Hungarian youth, junior, B and full international 
and was a member of the Olympic champion side in 1964. 

An outstanding goalkeeper with top clubs MTK and Tatabanya, 
he later chose the career of coach — which in Hungary means 
security, unless the Football Association agrees to severance ofa 
contract before its expiry. 

At Tatabanya he was assistant to the famed Dr Karoly Lakat, 
who also coached the Olympic side and is the current manager- 
coach of the Hungarian national squad. 

This was followed by coaching stints with second division Szol- 
nok and as assistant coach at first division Vasas, before coming 


into seventh spot. 

“Unfortunately, by the time I took over as coach, he had retur- 
ned to Britain.” 

In spite of these problems, Gelei points with pride to fourth 
placing in last year’s Ampol Cup. 

“Not bad for a start I thought to myself, but it seems I was 
wrong,”’ he remembered. 

“The first niggles came my way at that time, claiming that I 
had overworked the players and letting me know I would be the 
scapegoat if we didn’t do too well in the PSL. 

‘Imagine their reaction when we gathered only two points in 
the first eight games; that was the crunch!” 

Was Alex Pongrass correct in his assessment of the situation? 

“That's quite a question. You shouldn't forget that I am an em- 
ployee of St George and criticism of the club’s leaders is a highly 
dangerous course of action. 

“Let me just reiterate that the squad of players at my disposal 
was of extremely low standard." 

As for the “‘fortunes"’ of St George since Gelei’s dismissal? 

The team finished eleventh in last year’s PSL and was threat- 
ened with relegation almost to the very end, and started off this 
year with a 4-2 loss against rookies Blacktown City. 

Not a terribly distinguished record by any measure. 

In the meantime rumors spread wildly in Budapest, in the 
manner which can be matched by few other cities in the world. 

Gelei has failed, is unemployed, has decided not to return to 


Hungary ... 

Well, Gelei maintains that come September he and his family 
will be on a plane to Hungary. : 

His older son Joe already has returned home to continue his 
studies for matriculation, while wife Emmy and 15 year old 
Charlie are still in Sydney. 

“‘T also put a lot of effort into junior work. 

“When I took over the under-2] team, they were in eighth place 
after 18 rounds. 

“You should have seen everyone’s surprise when we went on to 
win the championship!” he remembered x 

Wife Emmy, not afflicted by her husband’s modesty, pointed 
out that Gelei also regularly visits 25 high schools, where he holds 
Clinics, signs up talented youngsters and generally helps in popu- 


lerising soccer 
He also has managed to organise an age-group championship. 
“Joe is on the run from 6 am to late at night,”’ she said. 
Gelei, of course, praises his employers. 
“They kept all their promises, a nice flat, good salary aad I 
made many new friends. 
“But _.. if they only had a little patience in the search for 
success,” he said wistfully. 
As a result of the ‘‘Gelei Affair’’, this well credentialled coach 
lives in a nice flat, which is not a home, contains no individual 


“We are not buying anything or spending money on the flat, as 
we'll be going home,’’ Emmy said. 

As for Australian soccer, while nobody knows whether Gelei 
would have succeeded or not, publicity of the kind which appeared 
in the Budapest newspaper can do nothing for the esteem In which 
this far outpost of world soccer is held overseas. 

Neither will we ever know whether Joe Gelei could havz made 
a meaningful contribution to our soccer.

Australia’s Oceania Cup victory was practically ignored by our national 
press, yet it is one of the most significant successes achieves by the socce- 


roos. 


The calibre of the opposition may 
not have been high (with the ex- 
ception of Tahiti) but it must be re- 
membered that the average age of 
the Australian was 19, whereas their 
opponents were in their mid-twen- 
ties. 


The results — 8-0, 11-2, 1-0 and 4-2 
— gave the young players tre- 
mendous confidence for the future. 
Many of them played so well that 
they are sure to be stars in the senior 
Socceroo team. 


Eddie Krncevic, Greg Woodhouse, 
Peter Sharne and Arno Bertogna 
were established socceroos before 
the series. Afterwards, coach Rudi 
Gutendorf named Alan Davidson and 
George Christopoulos as ‘‘certain- 


ties’’ for the 1981 World Cup quali- 
fying series, and for the world tour at 
the end of this year. 

He also sees a big future for Paul 
Kay and Ian Hunter - especially in 
the Coca-Cola World Youth Titles 
next year - and he will continue to 
monitor the progress of the other 
young stars. 


Australia’s future looks partic- 
ularly bright when its Oceania Cup 
results are compared with those of 
New Zealand. 

The Kiwis, considered our tough- 
est opponents in the Oceania section 
of the World Cup qualifying series, 
crashed 1-3 to Tahiti and 0-4 to Fiji. 

New Zealand coach John Adshead, 
like Gutendorf, took the opportunity 


to try out some younger players, but — 


his team included also established 
internationals Tony Sibley (who 
played against Australia in the 1973 
World Cup series), goalkeeper Rich- 
ard Wilson who is trying to join 
Canberra City, Bill DeGraaf, Bobby 
Almond, Ian Park and Steve Sum- 
mer. Adelaide City full back Glenn 
Dodds was also in the squad, but he 
could not play due to injury. 

Ute Gutendorf, wife of Rudi Gut- 
endorf, acted not only as the Austral- 
ians’ interpreter (she speaks fluent 
French) but also as “Soccer Ac- 
tion’s”’ photographer.

“‘winn-at--all-costs’’ attitude, 

Few, if any of these adults, 
will admit to feeling that win- 
ning is more important than 
having fun. Yet, season after 
season in many ways they 
show young players by their 
own behavior that winning IS 
the most important thing in 
soccer. 

Most importantly, it is from 
OUR behavior that children

acceptable. Remember, kids 
are far more affected by what 
is done than what is said or 
written in rules or laws. 

Some quite unsavory behay- 
jour on the part of young 
players can be created if they 
are not yet emotionally able to 
handle either excessive praise 
or screaming correction by 
coaches or parents. 

Arrogance towards friends 
who are not members of the 
‘“‘winning’’ team, disrespect 
for opponents and offering of 
excuses for losing (often even 
in advance of a tough match) 
are often found among those 
youngsters given too much 
glory too fast. 

Defence attitudes, frustra- 
tion and eventually loss of all 
motivation to play soccer typl- 
fies the player who was told 
often and in many ways that 
somewhow he and his team did 
not measure up to other 
teams.

The club has been forced to ~ 


‘sack’ the three players in 
order to conform to Australian 
Soccer Federation rules on the 
number of temporary resi- 
dence visa players allowed at 
each club. 

Green Gully has recruited 
three temporary residence 
visa players this season —

Marmaras at a dinner organised by South 
Melbourne Hellas atits social club last week. 


ificant individual in Victorian 
soccer over the past 25 years. 

He retired only last year 
from the presidency of the 
VSF. He was the longest- 
serving USF president, and 
founder president of Hellas 
and also a leading adminis- 
trator in the Australian Soccer 
Federation. 

It was Mr Marmaras who 
negotiated Australia's read- 
mittance to FIFA after a 
period of suspension over fail- 
ure by local clubs to pay trans- 
fer fees for overseas players. 

Mr Sam Papasavas, the

“Theo Marmaras has been 
the inspiration of this club and 
the voice of soccer to the out- 
side community. He also has 
been the leader and the voice 


of the Greek community for 30 


years. 

“We have invited him to this 
dinner because we owe him so 
much. We hope to see Theo at 
the club often. We want him to 
remain part of what he has 
built up."” 

VSF secretary George Wall- 
ace read a telegram from ASF 
president Sir Arthur George 
who regretted he was unable 
to attend but sent his heartiest 
best wishes. 

Mr John Dimtsis, who has 
taken over from Marmaras as 
VSF president, said: “There's 
no way I can Carry on thesame 
way 2s Theo, for in his repre- 
sentation of the Greek com- 
munity I could not possibly 
match him. 

“However, Theo, it was you 
and the influence you had with 
my father that contributed to 
me becoming involved in soc- 


cer 

VSF chairman and ASF 
vice-president Michael Weins- 
tein said: “I had the good for- 
tune to work with Theo for 25 
years — and that’s been my 
best reward from my in- 
volvement with soccer. The 
only person with whom I have 
Stayed longer than Theo is my 
wife. 

“Thank you for everything 
— not only for getting me in- 
volved in soccer, but also in 
the South Melbourne club 
when we built this ground and 
you gave me the job to 
amalgamate the two Greek 
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clubs of the time, leading to 
the formation of South Mel- 
bourne Hellas. 

“At one Stage you even got 
me involved with the building 
of a Greek church.” 

The gathering was told that 
Theo Marmaras came to Aust- 
ralia from the Greek island 
Lemnos in 1923. 


Mr, Marmaras thanked Mr 
Papasavas and the Hellas 
committee for arranging the 
dinner in his honor, 


He recalled the days of

I pointed out that other clubs 
were interested in Jones, in- 
cluding Adelaide City and that 
I should be allowed to finalise 
the contract with Jones im- 
mediately. 

The cost of the flight was 
brought up again and per- 
mission was refused. 

The following eveing during 
a training session with the 
West Adelaide first team 
squad I was approached by two 
West Adelaide committee 
members who told me the 
had been informed that Adel- 
aide City was sending a repre- 
sentative to Perth the next day 
to sign Jones and midfielder, 
Gary Marocchi.

ADELAIDE CITY GETS 
ITS MAN — AFTER 
THREE YEAR WAIT 


Gordon McCulloch, who had 
only just moved over from 
Perth and was living in the 
same motel, had about $1000 
on him. 

I borrowed that money from 
him, caught the plane, met 
Jones. and his club officials at 
midnight at Perth airport and 
finalised the deal. 

I wrote a cheque for $2000 
(aware that there was only 
$100@ in my account) and 
added to that the $1000 bor- 
rowed from McCulloch. 

Then I caught the next plane 
back to Adelaide, arriving 
weary but happy, back at the 
southern capital about 5 am 
and went straight to my motel 
for a sleep. 

I had hoped that I may get 
some thanks from my club for 
my resoursefulness in snaring 
Jones. 

Instead, a week later, came 
a letter saying that I must not 
act against committee direct- 
ives. 

The final irony is that Adel- 
aide City now gets Jones as a 
fully fledged international 
player for $5000. 

During our negotiations 
Jones, an intelligent well-edu- 
cated man, insisted that he 
must be freed for no more than 
the $3000 West Adelaide paid 
for him if he desired to leave 
West Adelaide. 

I said that if he gave us good 
service he could go for $5000 at 
the end of a three-year-con- 
tract. 

Jones in fact has given West 
Adelaide three years of ex- 
cellent service, winning Aus- 
, tralian honours in the process. 

As for the so-called agree- 
ment between the two Adel- 
aide clubs that they would not 
poach each other’s players, 
that was broken at the very 
start of the Philips League 
when West Adelaide signed 
Joh.: Kosmina who had been 
all set to sign for Adelaide 
City. 

The whole transfer system 
in Australia at State and 
national levels needs to be 
reorganised, with precise 
rules laid down to prevent the 
current controversies such as 
the Valerie-Giampaolo fracas 
which took so much haggling 
before it was resolved in 
Canberra. 

Meanwhile the tables have 
been turned and West Adelaide 
has lost a stopper whom it 
hardly deserved to get three 
years ago, and Adeliade City 
has got itself the man it was 
_seeking to replace former stal- 
wart, Frank Lister.

Since writing the pools column in ‘Soc- 
cer Action’, I've been asked on numerous 
occasions: ‘‘What are the chances of win- 
ning the pools?” 

The answer lies in a combination of un- 
certain factors: an incalculable amount of 
luck, an application of forecasting skill, 
the knack of covering the correct amount 
of matches while putting them into a good 
planned entry. 

In other words, it’s pretty well impos- 
sible to answer the question with any 
degree of accuracy as the chances of win- 
ning the pools can vary enormously from 
week to week. 

For example: When there are only nirte 
score draws on the match list, there would 
be exactly nine ways of obtaining a first 
dividend. Should there be 12 score draws 
on the list, then there would be 495 ways in 
which we could take the top dividend. The 
odds against us winning will always be an 
unknown quantity from week to week. 

However, we shouldn't let the unknown 
quantity factor discourage our attempts, 
With 50% success in forecasting two 
groups of matches, we can still make 
certain of landing some minor but rewar- 
ding dividends. All this requires is a 
simple and logical approach in puting a 
number of selections into a planned entry. 

The expense need not be great to make 
the possibility of winning good, If you can 
afford to risk $6.00, then you should take a 
serious look at my planned entry for this 
week. 

I'm going to cover 22 matches. The idea 
is to take the two best and twenty other 
selections. If one of the best two matches 
is a score draw and ten of the twenty 
matches are score draws (that’s 50% from

each group) you would be certain of pick- 
ing up some lower dividends. Full details 
for making the bet will be given at the end 
of the article. 

This week, there are three matches on 
the list involving all London clubs, Arsenal 
v Crystal Palace, Chelsea v Orient and 
West Ham v Fulham. 

These sort of games are usually worth 
supporting as score draws. I’ve included 
all three in my selections aithough I must 
admit that I don’t fancy Fulnam’s.chances 
at West Ham on current form. 

Knowing Fulham from old, the club has 
an uncanny way of pulling something out 
of the bag so it wouldn't shock me to see 
Fulham hold the Hammers. 

There is a derby match in the English 
first division between the two Manchester 
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blank line, use tne corresponding X’s as 
you transfer your numbers on to the entry 
forms. 

© With eight score draws in any one of 
the 12 system entries you would be certain 
of winning a first dividend, 

© If only one of your best two matches 
is a score draw and you have a further ten 
score draws falling anywhere among your 
other selections, you would be certain of 
having at least seven score draws in four 
lines of the entry.
